
GM to move 180 employees to Willow Run

General Motors employees who build 4160E trans¬ 
missions at the Romulus Business Center will spend the 
two-week plant shutdown mapping out a way to return 
to the Willow Run Plant in Ypsilanti. 

The automaker, citing weak demand for the transmis¬ 
sion, is giving up 345,000 square feet of leased space at 
the business center effective in August, said Ben 
Ippolito, a spokesman for GM Powertrain. 

“It’s just that we don’t have the demand for the 
engine at this time, and we’re moving these employees 
to Willow Run,’’ he said. “There won’t be any layoffs, and 
we’re doing everything we can to make sure this doesn’t 
create an interruption for the employees in questioa” 
Production of the engine - which powers the 
Chevrolet AstroVan and several GMC light- and medi- 
um-duty trucks - will still take place at other facilities,

but workers will likely be reassigned to positions relat¬ 
ed to the assembly of other transmissions at Willow 
Run. The move will affect about 180 workers in 
Romulus. 

The Willow Run facility employs about 3,000 workers, 
Ippolito said. Currently, a new GM V-6 engine is being 
built at the facility, which means that particular plant 


could absorb the displaced workers. 

Romulus Councilman Charles Miller - himself a GM 
retiree - said he’s not overly concerned about the loss of 
180 workers, but said the move is indicative of what’s 
happening in the U.S. automotive industry. 

“I don’t think this is going to be a big deal, GM still 
has many workers here in Romulus,” he said. “There’s 
an old adage that what’s good for GM is good for the 
country. We’ve always been supportive of the moves 
Givi's made in terms of tax abatements, and we’re lucky 
to have a GM facility in our city” 

City leaders also think the current plan on ways to 
diversify the city business base is on track, regardless of 
what happens in the manufacturing sector 

“There’s a lot going on here,” said Councilman 
William Crova “We have racetracks casinos - business¬ 
es that are coming here that will help us immensely. But

Rail house gets a new life

The historical commission 
this weekend will officially 
dedicate a storage and trans¬ 
port station that has existed 
since long before Romulus 
was-a city. 

The Wabash Freight House 

- a building that served as a 
crucial outpost for companies 
transporting goods into the 
community through the rail 
System for more than 100 years 

- will be dedicated in a ribbon¬ 
cutting ceremony at 6:30 p.m. 
July 13. The Historical Park - 
where the building was moved 
in December 2004 - is located 
at the comer of Bibbens Road 
and Hunt Street in Romulus, 
south of the Romulus Post 
Office 

Mark Lewkowicz, the chair¬ 


man of the Romulus 
Historical Commission, said 
the small structure is symbolic 
of Romulus humble begin¬ 
nings. 

“This is really the only 
building we have from the 
heyday of the Romulus 
Railroad complex,” he said. 
“We used to have a small, 
beautiful complex with small 
depots and an adjacent tower 
to control the rails. Someone 
used to watch it 24/7 to make 
sure the trains were going in 
the right directioa” 

The freight house was built 
around the turn of the 20th 
century, though historical 
commission members have 
not been able to pin down an 
exact year. What is known that 
it was built before 1907 
because it can be seen in vin¬ 
tage postcards on display at 


the historical museum, 
Lewkowicz said. 

Originally situated between 
the Wabash Railway (now 
called Norfolk Southern) and 
the Pere Marquette Railway 
(now know as the CSX 
Railway), the freight house 
was used to store and move 
merchandise between the two 
systems, which then transport¬ 
ed goods and supplies to sev¬ 
eral areas of what is now 
Wayne County. 

But at some point between 
1919 and 1939, the house was 
moved east to the Harris 
Lumber Yard on Goddard 
Road, where it became a stor¬ 
age facility. Harris then sold 
the business to Johnson Fliel 
& Supply, which closed the 
lumberyard in the 1990s. The

Romulus teen nabbed 
in Wayne break-in

Wayne police caught up with 
a group of four men they believe 
are responsible for two break-ins 
in two days. 

The robberies took place on 
June 27 and June 28 at two cellu- 
lar phone stores in the city, 
according to Lt Tom Miller of 
the Wayne Police Department 

The first happened at about 1 
a.m. on June 27, he said, at the 
Champion Cellular store on East 
Michigan Avenue. 

A nearby resident called the 
police after they reported a loud 
crash and the store alarm blar¬ 
ing, Miller said. 

When officers responded to 
the location, they found the front 
window of the store broken and 
large pole nearby. 

“It looked like somebody had 
used the pole to smash the win¬ 
dow,” Miller said. 

There was extensive damage 
to the display counters inside 
the store, too. The surveillance 
camera caught the robbery; it 
showed four men dressed in 
black clothes with dark hooded 
sweatshirts and their hoods 
pulled up. They also wore 
gloves. 

Wayne police tracked the sus¬ 
pects from the store with their K- 
9 unit to an apartment on nearby 
Niagara Street They talked to 
the resident who answered the 
door, but he denied any involve¬ 
ment, and told police that no one 
else was at the residence, 
according to Miller They arrest¬ 
ed him for another matter, 
though.

Police caught a break the next 
day, he said. 

They were already en route to 
the Uncle Joe’s store, on 
Merriman and Van Born Road, 
responding to a complaint that 
several juveniles were lighting 
off loud fireworks in the parking 
lot 

While they were on the way, 
another resident called to report 
a break-in at the Payless 
Wireless shop next door. Miller 
said. The witness told police that 
she saw three men break into 
the shop and one of them come 
out through the broken front 
window. The men then fled 
behind the store where they got 
on their bicycles and headed to 
the nearby Speedway Gas 
Station. 

“That’s where we found 
them,” Miller said. 

They were arrested without 
further incident 

The owner of Champion 
Cellular said the damage to his 
store would cost about $600 to 
fix. He also estimated that $3,000 
worth of cell phones were stolen.

Local station fights 
high prices at pump

As summer temperatures continue to 
increase, so do gas prices. 

Recently, oil prices hit a record high 
per barrel, which most likely means a 
hike in gasoline prices. 

According to the American 
Automobile Association (AAA) Michigan 
fuel gauge index and Jim Rink, 
spokesperson for AAA, motorists are now 
paying an average of about $2.15 a gallon 
for regular unleaded gas. Last week, 
motorists were paying about $2.26 a gal¬ 
lon, Rink said. 

“When the demand is higher, the price 
gets higher,” he said. “A lot of it has to do 
with the price of crude oil so when that 
goes up the price of gasoline goes up.” 

Many area gas stations would not com¬ 
ment on the effects of rising fuel prices, 
but Kader Alcodray, owner of the 
Belleville Shell, located at 11530 
Belleville Road, said the increased 
prices have certainly impacted business. 

“Higher prices have hit our ability to 
sustain ourselves and we are losing busi¬ 
ness because of it,” he said. “We base our 
prices on our competition. We have to 
stay with it, but in this business we’re at a 
point where we’re barely making a prof¬ 
it” 


“I feel the only companies making 
money now are the big oil companies 
themselves,” he added. 

Some analysts are predicting that the 
recent spike is the result of fear over 
whether there will be enough oil to meet 
future demand, but Alcodray, who has 
been in the business for more than 18 
years, believes there will be ample gas in 
the future. 

“With all the supplies in the world, I 
believe there is plenty of gas for years to 
come. I laugh when people blame most 
of it on OPEC, ” he said. “The U.S. 
receives their oil from South America, 
Canada and the Middle East and we are 
still the cheapest in the world, which is 
amazing. We’re the cheapest because of 
the social economic pressures from 
other countries. If I based gas prices con¬ 
sistent with inflation, it would be at $3 a 
gallon.” 

As to the direction of gas prices in the 
future, that’s anyone’s guess. 

“It’s always difficult to predict,” said 
Rink. “The last two summer analysis pre¬ 
dict $3, but we haven’t reached that yet 
We just have to wait and see, but $2 will 
probably be the norm for awhile.” 

“Over the past year we haven’t seen 
gas prices less than $1.30 a gallon and 
over the next two years it could be more 
than $3 a gallon,” said Alcodray.

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Concilman touts 
development record

Mayor Pro-tem Randolph 
Gear said bringing jobs to 
Romulus and increasing the 
level of development in the city 
would be the focus of an eighth 
term on the Romulus City 
Council should he be elected 
November 

‘1 think that development is 
the key to a lot of issues we’re 
facing - building up tax base, 
(and) creating jobs for resi¬ 
dents,” he said. I think we’re all 
hoping for a better economy all 
around, but Michigan in general 
has been hit pretty hard. But 
Romulus is in a better position 
than other municipalities 
because we still have land that 
can be developed.” 

Gear, 53, said he believes 
Romulus can become a business 
center for all of Wayne County - 
similar to what Southfield or 
Troy are to Oakland County. 

“I think we’re in a great loca¬ 
tion by the airport,” he said. 
“One of my goals during the next 
four years is to make sure we 
take advantage of every oppor¬ 
tunity to develop our communi¬ 


ty. It’s the right thing to do by res¬ 
idents. And I really think if we 
get the right mix of businesses, it 
can happea” 

Gear was first elected to a 
two-year council term in 1987. 
Since then, he has been re-elect¬ 
ed repeatedly and is currently 
mayor pro-tem - the highest vote 
getter of all council candidates 
in the last election. He is 
employed by Detroit Public 
Schools, where he is an elemen¬ 
tary school principal. Prior to 
being named principal, Gear 
was a teacher for 23 years. 

Gear said being a principal 
has helped him navigate the 
sometimes-rough waters of con¬ 
ducting city business. 

“Running a school is like run¬ 
ning a business,” he said. “And 
Romulus is a business. We have 
to look at it that way so we can 
provide public services, recre¬ 
ation, and support for our resi¬ 
dents.” 

Another concern Gear has is 
keeping elected officials and 
city administrators in touch with 
residents. 

“This has never really been a 
problem, but we can always do a 
little better,” he said. ‘It’s crucial

that residents know what is 
going on in the city. And we need 
to have their input to be success¬ 
ful. And, it’s always important 
that we remain available and 
open to all constituent con¬ 
cerns.” 

Gear has a reputation for 
knocking on every door in 
Romulus to find out what resi¬ 
dents want, and he would like to 
see the city do the same, he said. 

When Gear is not managing a 
school, he’s often in school him¬ 
self. He holds numerous 
advanced degrees in education 
from both the University of 
Michigan and Wayne State 
University, where he is complet¬ 
ing doctoral work in education 
management 

This year, 16 people are seek¬ 
ing seven council seats. That 
field will be narrowed to 14 in 
the Sept 13 primary election. 
The general election is Nov. 8 


2 drown as storm strikes Belleville Lake 


Two men swimming in 
Belleville Lake drowned Monday 
night after a severe storm ripped 
through the area The victims—32- 
year-old Jeffery Todd Woods of 
Belleville and 28-year-old Trent 
Rush of Detroit — were found 
Tuesday morning dose to a sand¬ 
bar on the west side of Van Buren 
beach. 

According to Sgt Greg Laura in, 
a detective with the Van Buren 
Township Public Safety Depart¬ 
ment, a 911 call was made at 
approximately 8:35 p.m. Monday 
by a 24-year-old Canton Township 


resident who survived the inci¬ 
dent 

“The friend of the victims told 
police they were docked and hang¬ 
ing out in the knee-deep water 
when the storm came on, ” he said. 
“The storm then uprooted the 
boats about 100-200 feet and they 
were not able to get back to them 
in time. She also said that even 
though she was a good swimmer, 
she had a difficult time and found 
herself with water over her head.” 

The witness said she tried to 
make her way over to Rush, who 
was not a good swimmer, but 


quickly lost sight of him 

Woods attempted to swim over 
to a boat, but did not make it, 
according to officials. 

‘The friend survived because 
of other boaters in the water who 
happened to get her in time,” said 
Laurain. “Other witnesses told us 
that she would have been a victim 
as well if it wasn’t for the other 
boaters who rescued her” 

The township dive team locat¬ 
ed the first body at approximately 
8:30 am. on Monday and the sec¬ 
ond body at 11:30 am. in about 7 to 
10 feet of water

House - A part of Romulus history 
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building fell into disrepair and 
was slated for demolition in 
2002, until the historical com¬ 
mission stepped ia 

“It all started with a little 
luck,” Lewkowicz said. “I 
showed the postcard to a man 
named Dan Doheny, and he said 
the building was still up at the 
lumber yard. So I drove by - I 
didn’t think too much about it 
until I saw demolition equip¬ 
ment near the building I ended 
up asking the owner of the 
building to let it stand - he had 
wanted to clean up the property 
for development” 

Tom Fraser, who owned the 
building donated it to the city, 
which then secured $50,000 in 
block grant funding to restore 
the house to its former glory. 
The funds also provided an 
avenue for the building to be 
moved and added to the histori¬ 
cal park. Department of Public 
Service workers, commission 
members and volunteers com¬ 
pletely renovated the building 
and about six months later, the 
freight house was completely 
restored. 

This, Lewkowicz said, took a 
little more planning than 
expected. Workers did a paint 


analysis on the building and 
matched the original colors with 
new paint - Buff and Rustic 
Red. 

Lewkowicz said the restora¬ 
tion turned out better than 
expected, and will provide resi¬ 
dents with a sense of city history 
for years to come 

“We’re going to be using it for 
a lot of things at the park,” he 
said. “We didn’t have an 
enclosed building at the park 
for events, and now we can use 
this building for a number of 
activities. Councilman (William) 
Wadsworth is scheduled to have 
some bingo events here; the 
bingo games benefit replacing 
the dog shelter. We think this 
will open up a lot of opportuni¬ 
ties to get people to go to the 
park - which we think is some¬ 
what underutilized.” 

The ribbon-cutting event is 
open to the public and admis¬ 
sion is free. A full range of activ¬ 
ities - including a demonstra¬ 
tion of telegraph use and a tour 
of a 1940s caboose - are 
planned. Historical Commission 
member Terry Bird will unveil a 
model of the Romulus Railroad 
Complex as it looked in the 
early 20th century. Face 
painters and clowns will be on 
hand to entertain children.

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GM is still a big part of the city -

Currently, a majority of the 
automaker’s blue-collar work¬ 
force is shuttered due to the 
yearly two-week shutdown, 
which gives plants the opportu¬ 
nity to re-tool for the next model 
year, Ippolito said. 

General Motors will still have 
a big presence in Romulus even 
after the 180 workers are trans¬ 
ferred to Ypsilanti. The 


Romulus Engine Plant which 
builds engines for several 
trucks, is located on Ecorse 
Road. With about 2,500 work¬ 
ers, it is the largest GM engine 
plant in the United States. 

Still, city leaders are worried 
about the state of the automo¬ 
tive industry on a statewide 
basis. 

“Of course, we can never see 
the future, or how that will 
affect Romulus specifically,” 
Miller said. 

“But we have a trade deficit 
that is hurting us right now. If 
that can be fixed, then things 
will improve”

Jewelry maker travels from 
Bangkok to join local art show

Art in the Park in Plymouth 
could be a springboard for 
Pamela Yang. 

It’s the first art fair the 35-year- 
old artist has attended - as a ven¬ 
dor - and she’s traveling quite a 
ways to take part 

She’ll journey all the way from 
Bangkok, Thailand. 

Yang creates finely detailed 
jewelry, a fact that still surprises 
her and some of her friends. 

“When I was a teenager, I was 
very good in folding origami and 
I would make all of these little 
paper ornaments,” she said. “You 
know, I have quite a temper and 
short patience, but with origami 
friends were surprised that I had 
the patience and diligence to do 
it and in very great detail.” 

She forgot about that though, 
until she was sent by the compa¬ 
ny she works for to live in 
Chicago. That was in 2000. 

“I saw lots of accessories,” she

Soon she was hooked, 
working late into the night after 
work She uses all forms of mate¬ 
rials; she said she sees the poten¬ 
tial for jewelry in just about 
everything while she’s shopping 
She spends every spare minute

“My husband would complain, 
but he could see how much I 
loved it and how it relieved my 
work stress,” she said. 

Since she worked full time, 
though - she is employed by a 
company called Unilever (known 
domestically as Helene Curtis) in 
brand management and market¬ 
ing - she could only make a few 
pieces, which her friends and 


colleagues bought 

Her hobby took another step 
one day when she visited a shop 
in Evanston, EL The owner of the 
shop asked her where she had 
purchased the beaded bracelet 
around her wrist and when she 
found out that Yang had made it 
herself, she asked if she would 
make some for her to sell at the 
shop. 

That was the beginning, she 
said. 

She started her hobby in 2001, 
and hopes to make a go of it pro¬ 
fessionally, too. That desire has 
increased in the past two years, 
she said, as her job has grown 
more and more stressful. It 
requires a lot of traveling, too - 
she’s visited more than 25 coun¬ 
tries since she started to work at 
Unilever. 

“I finally came to a point when 
I’d wake up every morning and 
dread coming to work” she said.

Legislators are on target 

Just when you think you’ve heard it all, along comes another 
hare brained idea 

This one is referred to as ‘Internet Hunting.’ 

Perhaps you haven’t heard about this, but there is apparently a 
way to mount a world wide web camera on a loaded firearm - gun 
or crossbow - and leave it in the pristine woods in northern 
Michigan and other locations. Hunters can then return to their 
home and look through the camera from their living rooms or their 
office and, should a wayward buck amble in front of the cross hairs, 
a click of the mouse is all that’s required to send Bambi to the not- 
so-happy hunting ground.

Senate Bills (SB) 373 was sponsored by some noithem legisla¬ 
tors, but co-sponsored by State Sea Bruce Patterson (R-Canton), an 
avid hunter and outdoorsman, who had this to say about it: 

“There is no ‘sport’ to watching a video monitor and clicking a

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Congratulations my ‘lead’ foot 


I received a press release last week that allows 
me to vent about something I find personally very 
frustrating. 

It came from the Insurance Institute of Michigan 
and it congratulated the industry on only having a 4 
percent increase in insurance premiums in 2004 

Gee thanks. 

Among the factors that led to the increase were 
the increases in personal injury claims, collision 
claims and the average jury award in auto liability 
cases, as well as insurance fraud. The increasing 
costs of medical care, vehicle repair and lawsuits 
are a problem, the release said. 

That may all be true, but I’ll believe it as a basis 
for a rate increase for everyone when I start to hear 
about some insurance executive mulling over pay¬ 
ing the late fee on his insurance premiums or his 
car payment or putting off grocery shopping for a 
week, like many of the rest of us have to. 

It offered some suggestions for consumers: shop 


around, drive carefully, select 
your car with insurance in mind 
and ask about ‘special’ dis¬ 
counts. 

Let’s see. Yes, it is a competitive marketplace 
and shopping around is always a good idea, if you 
have the time. Trying to get insurance rates coordi¬ 
nated is almost as time-consuming as looking for a 
new job ora home. 

It’s important to drive carefully. Your insurance 
rates are going to go up, no matter what Heaven 
forbid you try to make a claim, on top of that, or get 
caught in a moment of inattentioa If you get a ticket 
for going 5 miles an hour over the speed limit you 
can get two points on your license. That makes you 
unsafe, of course, and it’s more expensive to insure 
someone who bolts through a 25 m.p.h. zone at a 
brisk 30.

The media is not the problem 


Members of the Inkster Police Department and 
the chief, Marvin H Winkler, have been embroiled 
in a feud for the past several weeks, but the situation 
has been brewing since shortly after the chief took 
the reigns of the department two years ago. 

Recently, both unions - the Inkster Police Officers 
Association and the Inkster Command Officers 
Association - took a vote of the membership that 
indicated a 38-7 margin showing no confidence in 
the chief’s ability to lead the 
department Eleven officers were 
unable to vote. TWo weeks earlier, 
the Police Officer’s Association 
named the chief the state’s worst 
police administrator. 

So what is the source of all the 
dissention? 

Since June 2003 - when Winkler 
took over - officers say discipline has 
been handed out at uneven levels, and favoritism 
has run rampant in the 62-officer department Some 
both inside and outside the department believe 
some of the investigations might be racially motivat¬ 
ed. 

Winkler and his supporters appear to have con¬ 
ducted external investigations on at least seven 
white officers and have attempted to obtain criminal 
charges against at least two of them. Some of these 
investigations have revolved around things like 
opening a package - things that might better be han¬ 
dled internally. The vast majority of these investiga¬ 
tions have yielded no charges. 

However, an African American officer who 
allegedly fired his weapon at a fleeing man during a 
“booster” patrol last August was investigated inter¬ 
nally, but was never referred to an outside agency. 


Promotions have also had 
their share of controversy. Last 
year, and African American 
detective tested for a sergeant’s 
position. Though he scored highest on the exam - no 
doubt he would have made a fine sergeant - he 
decided the time was not right for him to leave the 
detective bureau. 

But members of Winkler’s staff relentlessly pur¬ 
sued him to take the position 
instead of offering it to the next- 
highest scorer, a white detective. 
Eventually, the department was 
forced to promote the white detec¬ 
tive, because the other detective 
just didn’t want the job. 

So what is the solution for all of 
this? Apparently to some city eoun- j 
cilmen, getting a new news reporter 
would quell the problems. 

Mayor Hilliard Hampton said the newspaper had 
“victimized” the chief - and that he had been simi¬ 
larly victimized because I did not cover Hampton’s i, 
“State of the City” address. In actuality, I had two 
conversations with Hampton about the speech 
before it was given, and was invited to send his 
speech to me, so I could interview him and write a 
story before the address (a scheduling conflict pre¬ 
vented me from attending the event). But the city' 
sent the speech too late for a story. Also, when I 
asked to refute some bogus claims made about “not 
having his name in the paper for a year,” he denied 
me the opportuniF lo speak - in clear violation of 
the Open Meetings Act

Township gains, it also losing 
something.

the Village Theater and the 
wealth of leisure services pro¬ 
grams, not to mention the grow¬ 
ing Canton reputation, are all 
products of the township’s afflu¬

That’s why it was nice to see 
the opening of the Fellows Creek 
Wetland Nature Trail. I first visit¬ 


ed the trail on 
River Day 
last month, 
and found 
myself there again recently. It is, 
to me, the only little spot of wild¬ 
ness left in Canton, where people 
can get a respite from the sani¬ 
tized suburbs and walk a little, be 
in the middle of trees and see 
animals.

Select your car with insurance 
in mind. It sounds good in theory, 
a family sedan should get you 
into less trouble than, say, a 
Porsche 911. If only it worked 
that way. I recently changed from 
a PT Cruiser to a Ford Fbcus sta¬ 
tion wagon, and my insurance 
almost doubled. Here’s a car 
that’s: less expensive to pur¬ 
chase, less expensive to main¬ 
tain, less expensive to repair, 
with a smaller engine and fewer 
horsepower. It’s an entry level 
car, if the Big Three are wonder¬ 
ing why nobody is buying them, 
maybe it’s because cars like the 
Fbcus Wagon speedster are out 
there endangering the public and 
filing up repair shops. 

Ask about special discounts, 
which include multiple car, low 


mileage, air bags and such and 
maintaining good credit 

The last one is the rub with 
me, because good credit and 
good driving have no correlation. 
It’s simply another excuse to fur¬ 
ther penalize people that are 
having a difficult time right now. 
Their rates go up, and they may 
have to choose which bills to pay 
on time. 

Their credit may suffer from 
that and that gives the insurance 
company an excuse to further 
increase their rates? 

So the rates only went up 4 
percent last year. Yippee 
Skippee. They’ll go up again this 
year, and most likely we’ll get 
more press releases about how 
the industry did well to keep 
those increases minimal. 

Maybe the next round will 
include this tidbit, too: the indus¬ 
try needs more of your money to 
maintain their profits. Because 
that’s the bottom line. 
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mouse. “This abhorrent practice of 
Internet hunting needs to be banned.” 

Patterson was also the primary spon¬ 
sor of SB 620, which sets the fines and 
other penalties of the practice. 

The advancement of technology has 
put legislators in some situations that 
they no doubt couldn’t foresee when they 
first ran for office. No doubt, that’s the 
case here, too. 

Even if you take aside all the argu¬ 


ments about animal rights, this is one of 
those practices that shows the dark side 
of human nature. Those who truly 
respect the sport of hunting have an 
immense respect for the game they are 
tracking. It’s not something that will ever 
translate to a video screen. 

The Michigan Senate wasted no time 
in approving the ban, either It was unan¬ 
imously approved last month, and 
showed co-sponsors from both sides of 
the aisle. 

This is something that deserved quick 
action, too. Hopefully those who engaged 
in the practice of Internet hunting didn’t 
see that one coming.

The mayor insinuated the 
paper is to blame for a lag in 
development in the city, and that 
the newspaper did not respect 
elected officials and department 
heads, which is odd because the 
Ledger-Star has covered every¬ 
thing from the Firefighters who 
saved a trapped girl from a burn¬ 
ing apartment. Department of 
Public Service workers who freed 
a trapped worker from a sink 
hole, an elected official who was 
able to get a traffic signal at an 
unsafe intersection that has possi¬ 


bly saved lives, and rank-and-file 
police officers that have worked 
hard to bring down crime. The 
vast majority of these stories 
appeared on the front page. 

None of this has anything to do 
with what’s happening in the 
police department Union offi¬ 
cials have said they hope to 
address 13 grievances (50 percent 
of the cost of arbitration, if the 
disputes can’t be settled, must be 
paid by the city) filed by officers 
against the department with City 
Manager Joyce Parker, but is that 
going to change how business is 
conducted in the department? 

One also has to wonder why 
Winkler is enjoying support in 
overdrive from some council 


members. They say it’s because 
crime is going down in the city - 
and they’re right But crime has 
been gently cycling down during 
the past five years, according to 
FBI statistics.

On East Michigan Ave., just East of Wayne Rd. 
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In 1938. Orson Welles famously turned War of the Worlds 
into a radio broadcast that scared the living daylights out of a 
lot of people. Listeners thought aliens had actually landed, 
even though the real threat then were Fascists in Europe, not 
Martians. 

When the aliens strike in Steven Spielberg’s film adapta¬ 
tion of H. G. Wells' War of the Worlds , there is an unsettling 
feeling of deja vu. People run manically through the streets, 
Hoeing for their lives from the smoking danger above. It 
brings to mind memories of another unexplained attack 
that left us asking: “why?” By the time Dakota Fanning, 
who plays Ray Ferrier’s (Tom Cruise) young daughter, is 
hunched down in the backseat of a mini-van screaming, 
'Is it the terrorists?” there is no denying the allusion to 
Sept. 11. another attack that came out of nowhere and 
still has us gripping to make sense of it 

Politics aside, though. “War” is also a very elemen¬ 
tal summer action movie that is quite thrilling. No 
one does these movies better than Spielberg, who 
generally gets credit for inventing the summer 
blockbuster with Jaivs in 1977. 

Spielberg knows that at the center of any good 
story aren’t special effects (though he knows their 
importance and utilizes them excellently here), but 
people. If you don’t care about the people the mon¬ 
sters are chasing around, then what does it matter if 
they get gobbled up? Ferrier, a longshoreman, is a bor¬ 
derline deadbeat dad whose children hate coming to 
spend the weekend at his house in Jersey. Engine parts 
c lutter the kitchen, there’s no food and Ferrier is played by 
Cruise as a jumpy, quick-tempered jerk, which doesn’t seem 
like too much of a stretch for the actor, given his recent, off¬ 
screen follies. 

His son, Robbie, is becoming rebellious and his daughter. 
Rachel, played like a mini-adult by Fanning, is stricken with 
fears and phobias. Their stay at daddy's comes to an abrupt 
end when huge tripods operated by aliens (they are never 
referred to as Martians) burst up out of the ground and start 
ravaging Ferrier’s neighborhood—and the rest of the country, 
we soon learn. An electromagnetic storm has rendered many 
of the things we’ve come to rely on—electronic devices, auto¬ 
mobiles—useless. Ferrier, though, is a motorhead and gets 
what seems to be the only car on the Eastern Seaboard work¬ 
ing. 

After the character set-up and initial invasion, the movie 
becomes one prolonged chase scene. Ferrier and his kids are 
trying to get to Boston so. as Robbie puts it, Ray can dump 
the kids on their mother so he only has to take care of him¬ 
self It doesn’t seem this is possible, or anything will ever 
be possible on earth again, thanks to the aliens, who basi¬ 
cally annihilate everything in their path with all the 
regret of a child gleefully stomping an anthill and watch¬ 
ing the ants scurry on the sidewalk These aliens are defi 
initely no E.T. trying to phone home. 

The acting, as pretty much everything else in "War.” is 
good. There’s that first awkward moment in the begin¬ 
ning where we're asked to accept pretty boy Cruise as a 
blue collar, hard-nosed workingman, but he pulls it off 
well. The alien invasion and nearly dying with his chil¬ 
dren in his arms helps Ferrier see the error of his ways. 
Cruise and Fanning steal the show in that respect Her char¬ 
acter begins as that precocious child who always seems to 
know a little bit more that the adults—Fanning’s specialty— 
but after the a thick, she basically screams her way through 
the rest of the movie. 

Spielberg's ending seems a bit overly hopeful, but that's 
what we expect from him, so it’s not terribly surprising. All 
movies have to end, and, while “War” touches on politics and 
currents events, it’s mostly action movie, and has more in 
common with a roller coaster than the 9/11 Commission 
Report. This movie doesn't disappoint, though. What 
Spielberg has assembled here is a great, visceral movie that 
rumbles in your mind and body soon after you leave the air- 
conditioned theater, back out into the summer sun.

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Another TV remake that 
even witchcraft couldn’t save 


In the original television show 
Bewitched, Elizabeth Montgomery played 
Samantha, a good witch who wanted to be 
normal but couldn’t help using her sped 
powers when life in suburbia became too 
messy. 

In tiie new movie version, Nicole Kidman 
plays Isabel Bigelow, a good witch who wants 
a normal life, but eventually gets cast playing 
S amantha in a remake of the sit-com. The 
clever premise isn’t enough to carry the 
movie to anyplace magical, though. It stretch¬ 
es thin and, by the end, almost makes the 
viewer wish director Nora Ephron, who 
brought us Sleepless in Seattle, would have 
played it straight 

I found myself asking this question while 
watching Bewitched: Is this necessary? 

Answer No. 

A movie version of Bewitched, like a movie 
version of, say, I Dream of Jeannie, Dukes of 


Hazzard and Miami Vice —all of which are 
coming soon to theaters near you—didn’t 
really need to be made They had their time 
in the sun Let’s move on Besides, none of 
them were very good to begin with. 

The proof is in Ephron’s approach. If the 
Bewitched story really needed to be told 
ag ain, Ephron wouldn’t have had to rely on 
post-modern highjinks to freshen it up.

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Romulus standout finds place on college team

EL DORADO, Kan.—In the past few years, Geryn 
Reese has bounced around, much like the basketball he 
dribbles 

He transferred from a high school in Ohio to Romulus, 
Mich., for his senior year, and helped that school to the 
state title game in Michigan’s highest classificatioa 

Now that he has signed to attend Butler Community 
College next season, head coach Randy Smithson will 
likely be depending on some of that magic as well 

Smithson confirmed that he recently received a signed 
letter of intent from Reese, 6-foot-2, 190 pounds, who 
becomes the 12th and final newcomer for the Grizzlies. 
Reese said that he prefers to play the point but can play 
the shooting guard if needed. 

His high school coach at Romulus, Nate Oats, said he 
wished he could have had Reese longer than one year 


“He was the missing piece,” Oats said. “He’s a big, ath¬ 
letic guard who can create his own shot but he was also 
our team’s co-Defensive Player of the Year. He came a 
long ways on the defensive end. He made himself into a 
great defensive player” 

Romulus has a history of producing top-notch players, 
such as Tterry Mills and Grant Long, and this year’s team 
is no different Oats said. He mentioned that his starting 
point guard is headed for the University of Michigan, a 
wing signed with Nebraska-Keamey, and East Tennessee 
State signed a Romulus shooting guard. Oats said he is 
confident that a Division I school is in Reese’s post-Butler 
future. 

“Geryn’s going to play Division I after Butler,” he said. 
“He has a chance to be as good or better as any of them 
(the other Romulus players!” 

Smithson said that the changes that Reese has had to 
undergo have forced him to make adjustments in his 
friends and coaches and that he has an ability to blend ia 


“He shows maturity and mental toughness,” Smithson 
said. 

Smithson credited assistant coach Mike Bargen’s con¬ 
tacts in Detroit as a way that Butler was able to discover 
Reese The influence of hard-working teams in the area 
such as the Detroit Pistons and Michigan State doesn’t 
hurt, he added. 

“That’s how you play the game,” he said. “Tough 
defense, share the ball, execute and do it with toughne s. 
That’s what we’re about as well, so he’s a natural fit” 

Smithson said that Reese has excellent court visioa 

“He sees a different game than most players see,” 
Smithson said of Reese. “He’s athletic, and I like his com¬ 
petitiveness.” 

Smithson said that Oats has been a positive influence 
in Reese’s life, as has Reese’s mother, Petra, and his 
uncle, Tim, who served as a father figure after Geryn’s

Program shows Inkster man beauty of Emerald Isle

Greenery to the left, green¬ 
ery to the right That was what 
we - the Adrian College football 
team, better known as the * 
Bulldogs - saw on our recent 
sojourn to the Emerald Isle 

We were over there to have a 
good time, and get out of the 
country, of course, but the main 
reason that we were there was 
clear we were to play a team 
comprised of some of the very 
best players in Ireland, thanks 
to a program named Global 
Football. It is an agency that 
takes Division HI football teams 
to other countries. We would 
play out in Dublin. 

We had to endure constant 
plane hopping and jet lag 
(Detroit Metro to Chicago 
O’Hare, then a seven-hour trip 
from O’Hare to London 
Heathrow, and finally from 
Heathrow to Shannon) that was 
probably more of a beating 
than one from an offensive line¬ 
man. We finally "set our bags 
and pads down in a Best 
Western located in the small 
college town of Galway, on the 
country’s west coast We would 
remain there for four days. 


We were taken on a guided 
tour of Ireland, with our first 
major stop being the Cliffs of 
Moher. Lush greenery overran 
the dipping and sloping hills, 
leading to a view of the river, 
600 feet below. It added up to 
scenery that '.the great 
Renaissance artists couldn’t 
paint a better version of. If 
someone wanted picture 
opportunities, well, this back¬ 
drop was just waiting to kiss the 
camera However, one just had 
to make sure that they held on 
to their hat—literally. The wind 
was kicking more than a child 
in the mother’s belly. My hat 
blew off my head and I had to 
go chase it three times! 

The nightlife in Galway was 
all right, mainly consisting of 
pubs serving Guinness. There 
were a couple of nice clubs 
there, Cuba and Central Park. 
Naturally, we sampled it 

After an early morning prac¬ 
tice, we split out to Connemara 
on the third day, taking in some 
more of that trademark beauti¬ 
ful scenery. It seemed more like 
a village or an old-time-town, 
with huts freckling the land¬ 
scape 

The next day, we caught a 
ferry out to the famous Aran 


Islands, resting our weary feet 
on Innis Mor (or Innishmore). 
The ferry kept rocking back 
and forth like a crib. Many of 
the members of the team joined 
in a sing-along to. amuse a 
group of children on that boat 
Rap sessions and imperson¬ 
ations ofJay-Z were also served 
up on that boat ride. Later on, 
many of the players would par¬ 
ticipate in a soccer game 
against the locals on the sands 
of the Innis Mor beach. 

On Friday, we finally said 
goodbye to Galway and headed 
off to Dublin, stopping in the 
town of Bray for lunch. My meal 
came up to 18 euros and five 
cents, which would amount to 
about $23.47 U.S. All that for a 
burger and fries? 

The exchange rate for dol¬ 
lars was not that great. One 
Euro equals to about $1.30 U.S. 
And many places charged 
upwards of four to five Euros 
for just a drink! So one can do 
the math and see how much it 
would be in America 

Once we arrived in Dublin, 
we had a brief walk through 
practice in game uniforms and 
no pads on the Greystone

Undue Influence, part II 

Inkster coach grapples with allegations

It’s hard to say when Dave 
Mann, Inkster High School’s for¬ 
mer girls’ varsity basketball coach 
and athletic director, started to 
have problems with the Michigan 
High School Athletic Association 
(MHSAA) regarding the undue 
influence policy. 

Those allegations have snow¬ 
balled into the forced resignation 
of one of the school’s most decorat¬ 
ed coaches and popular mentors. 

Where did things go wrong? 

Mann, oh Mann 

Fbr months now, Mann fought 
allegations that he contacted a 
parent of a Romulus 8th grade 
girls’ basketball player in an 
attempt to recruit her to Inkster 
High School - a violation of 
Regulation 1, Section 10—a.k.a. 
Undue Influence. 

However, Mann said that that is 
a blatant misconception of what 
really happened. 

In 2002, Mann said Joe Brown - 
an Inkster alumni and former 
coach - approached him at an 
Inkster basketball game, intro¬ 
duced himself and asked if Mann 
had any summer camps or alter 
school programs that his young 
daughter could take part ia At the 
time Mann was still fairly new to 
the Inkster area and school system 
and had not yet started any camps. 
The two exchanged numbers and 
parted ways. 

During the winter of the 2003-04 
school year, Brown bumped into 
the Mann again at an Inkster’s 
boys’ away basketball game and 
reintroduced himself. Mann said 
the two talked briefly about sum¬ 
mer camps again for Brown’s 
daughter and again the two parted 
ways. 

“Actually we never really talked 
about camps and after school pro¬ 
grams,” Mann said. “We talked 
about talking about them.” 

Here’s where the situation 
becomes convoluted. On Sunday 
August 8,2004 - as documented by 
the MHSAA - a phone conversa¬ 
tion took place between Mann and 


Brown. 

Brown is quoted in a Sept 24, 
2004 article in a daily newspaper 
that Mann called him on his cell 
phone. Mann vehemently denies 
this allegation, and said that 
Brown contacted him. 

As it turned out Brown’s daugh¬ 
ter, Jasmine, was about to start her 
freshman year at Romulus High 
School, something Mann said he 
was initially unaware of. When 
Brown told him, Mann responded 
with: “If a student is already going 
somewhere they should stay and 
finish the four years there.” That’s 
the same thing Brown quoted 
Mann saying in the article. 

In that same article John 
Roberts, executive director of the 
MHSAA also is quoted: “The 
coach is wrong, no doubt about it 
The call is wrong I shouldn’t com¬ 
ment further.” 

The was published on Sept 24, 
2004, but Roberts didn’t start an 
investigation until a letter to Herb 
Williams, executive director of 
Edison Schools, dated Oct 1,2004 

Inkster administrators investi¬ 
gated the matter, too The inspect¬ 
ed Mann’s August phone records - 
as requested by the state - and 
found no wrongdoing on Mann’s 
part and no calls made to Brown 
In a five-page letter dated Oct 15, 
2004 Howard Morris, the state- 
appointed financial manager of 
Inkster Public Schools, wrote: “Mr 
(Mark) Woodson, Athletic Director 
at Romulus High School has indi¬ 
cated that he is satisfied with our 
investigation” 

The letter stated that neither 
district found any evidence of vio¬ 
lations of the undue influence pol¬ 
icy, but Roberts stated in a letter 
dated Oct 27, 2004: “On the basis 
of that (Morris’ Oct 15,2004) letter, 
we conclude that there has been a 
violation of MHSAA Handbook 
Regulation 1, Section 10 (Undue 
Influence). This conclusion is 
based on the admission (page 2) 
the Mr. Mann did in fact call the 
parent of an 8th-grade student and 
did discuss athletic matters.” The

letter didn’t state that, and Mann 
denies he initiated the contact 

Roberts placed the school on 
probationary status for one year, 
beginning April 15, 2005, and sus¬ 
pended Mann from coaching for a 
year, starting the same time 

After the penalties were dealt 
out, Woodson wrote a letter to 
Roberts dated Nov. 19, 2004 in 
Mann’s defense 

“After the article...appeared in 
the newspaper, I had a conversa¬ 
tion with Mr. Joe Brown,” he 
wrote. “He stated to me that his 
conversation with Mr Mann on the 
phone was blown out of propor¬ 
tion and taken out of context Mr. 
Brown said at no time did Mr. 
Mann suggest that his daughter 
Jasmine Brown transfer to Inkster 
High School 

‘It is my understanding that the 
administration of Inkster Public 
School District investigated the sit¬ 
uation and I am satisfied with 
their investigation,” he added. 

Still, Roberts upheld his deci¬ 
sion. 

Woodson wrote a second letter, 
dated Dec. 17, 2004, after he met 
personally with Mann, Williams 
and Rhonda Henry, Romulus’ 
girls’ varsity basketball head coach 
at the time. That letter said: “We 
feel that the severity of this alleged 
incident has been exaggerated 
and elevated to unnecessary lev¬ 
els. We feel that the conversation 
between Mr. Brown and Dave 
Mann was taken out of context We 


also feel that this incident does not 
warrant any additional investiga¬ 
tion.” 

Prior to that, Allison Earby 
stepped up and wrote a letter to 
the MHSAA regarding a conversa¬ 
tion that she had with Brown 
about the article In that letter she 
said Brown informed her that 
Mann did not try to recruit his 
daughter. 

‘Joe (Brown) emphatically stat¬ 
ed that the way the article was 
written “was not the way it was!!!”’ 
she said in the letter 

Victor Deihl, a friend of 
Brown’s for 15 years, also wrote a 
letter to the MHSAA dated Nov. 9, 
2004 about a conversation that he 
had with Brown after the incident 
occurred. 

‘Joe was absolutely adamant 
that ‘Dave (Mann) didn’t do any¬ 
thing wrong,” his letter said. “He 
(Brown) said that the information 
in the newspaper that Dave had 
contacted him was not accurate. 
He said the whole thing was 
“blown out of proportioa”’ 

His letter also said that Brown 
didn’t see what the problem was, 
because he and Mann never 
talked about a transfer 

Williams also included three 
letters from separate individuals 
with a Feb. 22, 2005 letter to 
Roberts. Gerald Paschal, Inkster 
boy’s current varsity basketball 
coach; Steve Brooks, former 
Inkster boys’ basketball coach 
(2000-2003); and Candice Finley, 
Romulus assistant girls’ varsity 
basketball coach at the time, all 


wrote statements that described 
Brown as a disgruntled parent 
who was unhappy in Romulus, 
who held very high opinions of 
both his son’s and daughter’s bas¬ 
ketball ability and continuously 
hung around the Inkster gym. 

With all of this new informa¬ 
tion, Roberts still didn’t loosen his 
grip on the Inkster High School or 
Mann. 

Brown and Roberts have not 
been available for comment 

Mann and Inkster administra¬ 
tors chose to appeal the decision, 
which prompted a response from 
Roberts in a confidential letter 
dated Dec. 6,2004 

“It is my experience that your 
appeal will be unsuccessful,” he 
wrote. 

He was right 

Mann on the move 

Even though Mann and the 
Inkster school administrators pro¬ 
vided the MHSAA Executive 
Board Members with hundreds of 
pages of evidence and documenta¬ 
tion - including all the referenced 
material in this article - regarding 
the current and past allegations, 
the committee still found Mann to 
be in violation of the undue influ¬ 
ence policy. 

Mann and Inkster school 
administrators had an opportunity 
to appeal the executive board’s 
decision with new evidence, 
including Brown’s cell phone 
records - that do not show a phone 
call coming in on the day Brown 
said the conversation took place.

move ahead with it Instead, Mann 
was given the opportunity to 
resign or suffer “other conse¬ 
quences,” as Morris said in a 
phone conversation last month. 

Regardless of the ‘Joe Brown” 
incident Mann has maintained a 
loyal support group of past and 
current players, parents, coaches, 
colleagues and acquaintances that 
find the allegations to be unchar¬ 
acteristic of how they know Mann 
to be 

“I found him (Mann) to be real¬ 
ly knowledgeable of the MHSAA 
rules,” Paschal said. “He was 
always going overboard to make 
sure that we followed the rules.” 

“He did exactly the opposite of 
this recruiting thing the state says 
he’s trying to do,” said Lisa 
Tylutki, a parent who wanted to 
transfer her son who was then a 
Clinton High School basketball 
player. She wanted the transfer 


because she was unhappy with 
how he was being treated by 
coaches, players and other stu¬ 
dents at Clinton High. “He (Mann) 
thought it was best for my son to 
stay where he was and gave me 
ideas on what to do to have them 
treat my son better His only con¬ 
cern was what was better for my 
son - that’s why I wanted to trans¬ 
fer there. 

‘1 love him (Mann) dearly and 
wouldn’t wish this upon anyone,” 
she added. “The (MHSAA) is not 
messing with his life, they’re mess¬ 
ing with the lives of the kids, too.” 

Tyiutki’s son stayed at Clinton 
High School all four years. 

‘1 always knew him to be above 
board and always doing the right 
thing with the kids in mind,” said 
Dr Dennis Rogers, the girls’ varsi¬ 
ty basketball head coach at Old 
Redford Academy and 
Benedictine High SchooL He has 
known and coached against Mann 
since the early ‘90s. 

“Dave has always been good for 
the game and for the kids that he 
coached,” he added. 

In Mann’s eyes, the board and 
executive director’s decisions 
were predetermined. 

“I want people to understand, 
and the MHSAA to recognize, that 
there is a difference between alle¬ 
gations and evidence,” he said.
